There was a marked increase in the admission rate for All Causes reported this week, This rate 599 
compares unfavorably with the rate 501 for the corresponding period of 1944, The highest rate (769) was 
reported by the 6th District; the lowest rate (419) was reported by the Potomac end Severn River Commands, 


The admission rate for respiratory diseases dropped last week to the lowest rate 118.4 to be reported 
this year, but was followed by a decided increase this week, reaching the approximate level of the week 
of June 23rd. The rate 140.1 for this week comperes unfavorably with the rate 107.0 for the corresponding 
period of 1944. The trend was downward in only two districts, the 5th and 9th. The highest rate (209.3) 
was reported by the 3rd District; the lowest rate (84.5) was reported by the Potomac and Severn River Commands. 


INFLUENZA AND CATARRHAL FEVER, ACUTE. The admission rate for these infections rose this week, This rate 
94.9 compares unfavorably with the rate 69.2 for the corresponding week of 1944, The highest rate (168.0) 
was reported by the 3rd District; the lowest rate (42.2) was reported by the by the 13th District. 


PNEUMONIA-~BRONCHO AND LOBAR. There was a slight rise in the rate for these diseases, This rate 1.6 
compares unfavorably with the rate 1.0 for the corresponding period of 1944, The highest rate (3.9) was 
reported by the 3rd and 9th Districts; the lowest rate (0.4) was reported by the 8th District. 


PNEUMONIA, ATYPICAL. The admission rate for this disease is at the highest rate to be reported this 
year, This rate 3.7 stands above the rates 1.8 and 3.0 for the corresponding weeks of 1943 and 1944 
respectively. The highest rate (6.6) was reported by the 6th, 9th, and llth Districts. The 7th District 
reported no cases. 


TONSILLITIS AND PHARYNGITIS, ACUTE . A slight rise was noted in the admission rate for these infections. 
The curve stands slightly above the curve for the corresponding period of 1944, The highest rate (92.6) 
was reported by the 9th District; the lowest rate (20.3) was reported by the Potomac and Severn River Commands. 


SCARLET FEVER, There was a slight rise in the admission rate this week, This rate 1.5 compares 
favorably with the rates 5.0 and 3.0 for the corresponding week of 1943 and 1944, The trend was upward 
in the 3rd, 9th, lith, and Potomac and Severn River Commands. The highest rate (7.0) was reported by the 
Oth District. The 4th, 6th, and 7th Districts reported no cases. 


CEREBROSPINAL FEVER, MENINGOCOCCIC. The admission rate for this disease was reported this week at 0.10. 
This rate compares favorably with the rate 0.20 and 0.12 for the corresponding weeks of 1943 and 1944 
respectively. Only two districts reported cases, the 6th and 9th. 

MEASLES. There was a slight rise in the rate for this disease this week. This rate 1.0 conpares 
unfavorably with the rate 0.8 for the corresponding period of 1944, Only four districts reported cases, the 

3rd, 5th, 9th, llth and the Potomac and Severn River Commands, 

POLIOMYELITIS, ANTERIOR, ACUTE, Of the four cases reported this week by the Continental Shore Stations, 
three of them occurred in the 8th Naval Dietrict and one in the llth Naval District, The cumlative total 
for poliomyelitis reported for all Continental Stations, 1 Jan 1945 to 25 Aug 1945 is 19 cases.
